The Lm Angeles expreBB, No. 17, due 


here from San Franciico at 12.10 tbia 
morning wafl held up by masked men at 
Tatton station, about seven miles west ol 
tbis city. 


Tbe robbers are believed to have se- 


cured $15,000 ont of Ibo express cur, 
altboQgb Ibe exact Bum Is not Known. 


Two ol tbo robbers boarded the tender 


as the train wse palling out ot Collie, 
about fifteen miles welt of Fresno. 


They covered tho engineer and fireman 


with dosblo barreled ehotguns and .an- 
nounced that tho engineer and flreman 
had to obey their orders under penalty of 
death. 


Tiir. eni.ncTKi) SI-OT. 


When the train pamsd 1'atton station 


the engineer was ordered to stop tho 
train, which ho did, and a boy who vroe 
on the tender was nont down with o 
lighted cigar to touch off tho fuee of a 
dynamite cartridge which tho robbers 
placed on tho piston rod of tho driving 
wheel on tho loft hand Bide ol tho loco- 


^'Tho^xploaiou was terrific and tore out 
piece? el steel HB Iftrpo QB a man's band, 
breaking tha piston rod and partially dis- 
abling tbe engine. 


IIUMIIAIUMNU TIIK KXrllSBB CAH. 


Then the robbers ordered the en- 


gineer to get on the train and walk a 
short diitanco along ' the track while 
they proceeded to bombard the two doors 
of the eipross car. Thie they did by ex- 
ploding dynamite cartridges, about eight 
in all, which tore the doors into splinters 
and smashed the door ot tbe ear and sev- 
etal ol tbo springe.

HECUHIHG THE BOOTY. 


* 
Two ol tho robbers, masked and com- 


pletely diignlsod, then entered the ex- 
press car, and coverinK Louis Roberts, 
the meSBeuter, with double barreled 
shotgunn ordered him to open Wells, 
Fargo & Oo.'fl Bale. 


Roberts sot about doing this, but he 


waa so excited and nervous that ho for- 
got tho combination and so Informed his 
captorB, who thereupon etruck him u 
heavy blow on the head with a gun and 
threatened to kill him If he did not im- 
mediately open the safe. 


With trembling hands hs did BO, and 


they took out the sacks o! coin believed 
to have contained $15,000. 


I'ABBJCNaitltfl Finlin UPON. 


When the desperadoes exploded the 


lirflt cartridge ou the enpno the paBflen- 
gers poked their heads out of tho win- 
dows to see what was going on, but they 
drew them back again when tbey felt 
pistol bullets and buckshot whistling 
past their ears. 


A panic was the result, the passengers 


making a wild scramble under the seats 
to keep oat of range of the (lying mis- 
siles. 


LIKtt AH HAnTIIQUAKI 


The explosion of the bojcobs employee 


to wreck tbe express car rooked and 
ehook tbe train with all tho force of a 
violent earthquake. A window in Iron 
of the passenger coach immediately bs 
hind the express car waa shattered into 
atoms by the concussion. 


After the highwaymen had made their 


oacape into tho darkness the engineer 
sent a short dispatch to the depot in this 
city announcing that the train had been 
held up, and proceeded slowly on hie 
way, the train arriving here at 1.30 a.m., 
an hoar and twenty minutea late. 


The time occupied in blowing open the 


car and eecaring the treasure was not 
more than twenty-five or thirty min- 
utefl. 


VIBWINO. TUB WRBCK. 


A large crowd was awaiting the arrival 


of the expreBB at the depot and when it 
rolled in with tbe tooting of whistles and 
clanging of bells they all gathered around 
the shattered express car and tha loco- 
motive to inflpoct the effective work of 
the dynamite cartridges. 


Although only two men appeared to 


do the principal part of the work, it is 
believed that there were several confed- 
erates, for fieveral buckshot were fonnd 
imbedded in the rear passenger coach. 


STATEMENT OP S. W. HOI.T.18. 


Among the pasaengerfl wm S. W. 


Hollie, representine C. H. Perkins & 
Co. of Newark, N. Y. He made tin fol- 
lowing statement to • BinmLiCAS re- 
porter : 


had gone about eoveu miles th« brake- 
man came through the train and an- 
nounced the next station as Fresno. 1 
stepped ont on the platform and heard a 
bomb explode. 


"I did not pay particular attention to 


it at the lime, Ijoeauflo I thought it wa» 
a railroad signal torpedo, and this belief 
was confirmed when the train slowed 
down and came to a halt. 


"I went back to my seat and I heard 


the reports of guns or pistols, apparently 
fired at Ihe coaches and It created a 
panic amouK tho passengers immedi- 
ately. They got down on the floor and 
under the seats and between tho aeate, 
but tho robbers did not come into the 
coaches. 
There were eight or nine 


bombs fired in all, and half a dozen or 
more gun Bbots. 


'I learned afterwards tbat two men 


boarded the rear end of the tender as the 
train pulled out of Collia, and climbing 
on to the engine commanded tho en- 
gineer under paiu of death to obey their 
orders and to stop the train when they 
gave the word. He stopped at the signal 
which was a bomb fired alongside the 
track. 


TAKING A WALK. 


"Then they ordered the engineer and 


the fireman to leave the engine and tako 
a walk up Ihe track out of tho way, and 
they began to blow open the doors ol the 
express car. 
After they had accom- 


plished tbis they commanded tho mes- 
senger to open the safe. Ho attempted 
to do so, but was BO excited and rat- 
lied that he forgot tho combination", 
but the robborfl beat him on the head 
with a gun anj told him that they 
would kill him if ho didn't open the 
safe. 


"Ibis he succeeded in doing and they 


took the money. After doing this they 
made the engineer place a dynamite 
cartridge ou tho piBton rod of the driving 
wheel, and after exploding it they lelt 
the train. 


ONE UNDER COVER. 


"When they started in to blow the car 


open the messenger had one of the rob- 
bers covered with hia (tun, bat one of the 
train hands was in the line of fire and 
he could not shoot, and when the train 
hand got out ot tho way the robbers bad 
the messenger covered, and he was com- 
pelled to surrender." 


A HBLIC. 


Mr. Hollis brought with him to the 


Grand Central hotel a pair of shoes be- 
longing to tho messenger. Luckily they 
were not on the mesjonger's feet at tho 
time, for they were torn into tatters by 
one of tho bombs. 


W. E. Knowlos of Seliua saw two mon 


got on the tender at Oollia and spoke to 


and then Qred several volleys in order, I 
suppose, to keep anybody in the cars 
from venturing out. 


Tim DYKAM1TK AHOUMBNT. 


'The robbere then lelt the engine and 


went to the express car. I didn't hear 
them a-k tho messenger to open tho 
door. 
So far as I know they began 


throwing bombs at the car as soon as 
they got there, losing no time in parley. 
I saw only two robbers, though aome say 
there waa a third. 
Alter opening tho 


safe and taking tin treasure they came 
down to the engine with it. 


AN UNWILLING ACCOMI-L1CB. 


" 'Come out, you 
,' said one of 


them, and I camo out. They ordered 
me to help them carry the money eome 
distance down the track, and hit mo on 
the shoulders with tbe but end o! their 
guns lo emphasize it. I had to obey and 
carried one ol| the bogs. There were 
three or four in all; I don't know ex- 
actly how many. After walking several 
bundled yards they stopped, took the 
money from me and made off. 


J1ISAKLINO TUB ENGINE. 


'Bofora leaving, however,'' continued 


Fireman Lewis, "they placed a bomi on 
one of the bars on tho left Bide of the 
ongino and exploded It by lighting the 
fuse with n. cigar. The bomb did con- 
siderable damage and it took us nearly 
two hours to moke repairs sufficient to 
make it possible for as to proceed. 


TUB JIOBUKUB. 


'1 can't gtvo a deacriptiou of the rob- 


bers, bocaUBO their faces were entirely 
hid from view by masks made of some 
light cloth. 


"They wore dark clothes, and one had 


a wide brimmed hat and the other a 
narrow brimmed one. They wore veiy 
determined and talked us if they meant 
business and would stand no fooling, BO 
wo did aa we were told." 


BNOINKBR TUIITS' TALE. 


Engineer Phippa' account ot the stop- 


ping of the train was nirniUr to the flre- 
man'B. Ho did not see the robbing, bo- 
ing loo far away from the cars. 


"1 taw the men crawling toward UB," 


he said, "and immediately knew what 
was up.

"We were about sii mile's east of Ool- 


lia," be said, "when the engineer, 
Al Phipps, and I aaw two men crawling 


a watch which they could have and 
hoped they would not toko our lives. 


"They answered that they did not 


want either my watch or my money, bnt 
merely tho money in the express car, 
and said that if we obeyed orderfl they 
would do us no harm. 


"They then made me get off tho ongiuo 


and ordered me to put out the headlight, 
which I did. They next directed mo to 
go ahead about a quarter of a milo and 1 
obeyed this order also. I saw tho man 
get ou at Collis, but had no suspicion 
that thoy wore train robbers." 


Tint CONDUCTOH TALKS. 


Conductor Harbaugli did not see tho

The Ban Francieco & Denver Railway 


company popped up into the light yes- 
terday in a sudden sort of way. Tbe 
firet that bad been heard of it was when 
articlea of incorporation wore filed in 
the county clerk's office. The document 
gave the information that the company 
had beeu organized with Thomas it. 
Hayes, Daniel E. Hayes, James Jovce, 
Oharlee E. Alberger and William B. Al- 
berger as directors, and that the capital 
stock had been fixed at £12,000,000, of 
which 5300,000 had been subscribed. 
The object of tbe company is to build a 
standard-gauge railroad from some point 
on Bon Fzaucieeo bay through the coun- 
ties of Alameda, Contra Costa, San Joa- 
quin, Stanislaus, Merced, Tuolnmne, 
Maripoaa, Fresno, Inyo and Mono to the 
state line. 


Whether the new enterprise will pro- 


vide a now ronte across the Sierra or join 
the long list of California railroad com- 
panies that have laid their rails on paper 
only it is etill a trifle early to state. Tho 
project seems to have been conceived by 
\V. C. Alborger, the civil engineer. 
He 


came out here in 1883 to associate him- 
self with Wilbur's San Francisco & Ban 
Joaquin Valley railroad. Ho soon re- 
tiredj from tbat enterprise. Since then 
hie interest and ambition have uureod 
the plan of a new transcontinental road, 
and white carrying on irrigation and 
ot!mr engineering enterprises, surveys 
and plane for the railroad have quietly 


^itobiiJ aiid havu apparently been 


timulated into greater activity by the 
ecent agitation for a competing road. 


Mr. Alberger was very reticent about 
!ie details of the enterprise when seen 
esterday. He said that the men finan- 
ially interested in it were all men ol 
vealtb in Europe who bad large invest- 
ments In similar enterprises. Tbe incor- 
porates were merely friends of liia who 
iad no active interest in it. The finan- 
iers interested had the money to build 
.he road if tbey finally concluded to do 
3, and he expected contracts to be 
igoed very eoon assuring the carrying 
ut of the enterprise. No eastern road 
iad anything to do with it. He con- 
veyed the impression that he had Inter- 
ested foreign capital in tho project in 
omo unknown degree and had strong 
lopes that the negotiations woulJ bo de- 
finitely consummated Boon.

Packers who packed 1,500,000 boxes 
bavo already sigued, and irrowers repre- 
senting more tban 33,000 acres have also 
signed, and althougb thie"falls far abort 
of the required 95 per ceot tbe executive 
committee are using every effort to make 
it up, and tbey have good prospects for 
success.

to give trouble are Cook & Langley and 
Schacht, Lemcke & Steiner, but they

Mr. Lemcke took the trouble to go dowu 
to Oakland and try to purchase tbe crop 
of 300 acres of muscat raisins of Dr. L 8. 
Eshleman whose vineyard adjoins tbat 
of A. B. Butler.
